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INTRODUCTION 


The student who lfl Bngaged upon the study of the life of 
Georgu FdI must he grateful to the Friends Historical 
Association of AmBnoa, for mak ing available thB dbw 
material which Dr Norman Penney has edited and that the 
task has been entrusted to one so uniquely qualifiad for it. 

Tha original documents now for the first tune printed 
form part of tha manuscript treasures of the Fronds' liefer' 
bum? Library at Devonshire House, Biahopegate, and har& 
been consulted occasionally by Quaker hifltonans, but with 
the publication Df this volume a wider world bai^ now acca* 
to information which adds to qut knowledge of Fom and help^ 
to oomplste thB record given in thB Cambridge Journal 

Tha Short Journal has a special interest of lta own as 
l*uDg a Bart of preliminary draft of tha greater work, made 
under difficult conditions, Hinue, as thB writer telle, it whs 
written during his long imprisonment m Inn ms ter Baol 
|ui 1663 — 64) Tha original Sided manusunpt ia a frayed 
oblong volume, onne a chil d's copy book, tha firefc four peg** 
□f which had tern filled by copies of texts from the first 
chapter of thB Gospel of John George Fox Usually preferred 
to dictate, aH wb know, rather than to write himself, and 
only a f aw linee on the manusanpt are m hia own hand, but 
thifl httla volume must be aithar thB Original J ouranl dictated 
by him m prison, or a copy made later under his oare at 
Swarthnuur Hall, the child ’ b writing being probably that of 
one of Margaret Fall’s younger daughters. 

The Short Journal lb much lees full than the Grmt 
Journal, and shews leas attention to chronology, but hare 
and there it supplm details and httla touches which w8 are 
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glad have. F os'fl opening w irda explain that it is a raaurd 
rtf “ mimp □£ hie i niffwir gH for prfs mhing tliB truth," and th B 
DHjratjVE □nmm nni^w abruptly with an inm d °nt, at Mansfield 
not rtniirdexJ in the Great Journal, and than p aaui to his 
first imprisonment at Nottingham (in 1549) and ther®fter 
t/illii the story of bis mimi n nar y wsnd wrings and the Lard 
ahljMI and peraeoutions which ha had to Buy op to hll im 
pnaunmont at T^in raster in 1 5 S3 

Among the nerw material we may note the opening nnr r> 
try a, the account of the hailing of a woman who was believed 
to he pnffiuned, and a number of brief H mnm anm of Fdi'h 
addmnee m the various churchas m which ha spoke. Wb 
mite that on two occasions before a message of protest he 
s panks of something 1 etnking at his life ’ , m one rase the 
sight of the great stneplehnuse at Nottingham (' whan I 
spy ad it a grrat Idol and Idolatrous Temple ' ) and in another 
the sound of a uhuruh hell has the same 3 fine t At other 
tim*w he tells how, when bruised and bleed mg from the blows 
uf hu aflamlan ta, his spirit wbb "revived again by the power 
of God ’ 

When his uimpaiuun Thurrias A 1 dam is arrested and a 
warrant against Inmaalf is not delivered by tha friendly 
nunataUe, he ipiarntly records ‘And I saw a vision a man 
and twD Mast- life doggs and a Bear, and I panned by t.tmm 
■ad they mill nd upon moa" V7 e go t a vivid picture af him 
at Mansfield Woadhonse, Ben ted in the stocks w hile the 
people th rew stones at him, bruising haul and arms and 
body, fall he in “ Mined and rbuded with the hlowus." Then

"In Warwickshire in Addonrtoime whon I won two mila of 
it the Hull range upon a Market day for a laoture, and it 
fltniok at my life, and I was moved to gn tu the steeple 
bouse, and when I tame into it I found » man speaking and 
when afl I stood among tha people the glory and life shined 
over all, and with it I was crowned, and when tha pnt*t had 
dona I spake to him and the people tha truth and the light 
which latt them see all that eVBr they had done, and of bhair 
teacher within them and how the lord wae coma to tf**ch 
tham lumwelt j and of tha seed Dhrmt m them, how thBy 
ware to mini that, and the promise that wna to tha seed of

wytTidaliKwH onJiMikem book him for a madman, 

Twd o thar passages may be set bonds the narrative of 
Fox’s examination at Lamnahar Seamans in thB Cambridge 
Journal, as an mstanoe of ths nan of a phrase which must 
have daeply offended the orthaiox of the day Hb had been 
■peaking words of warning to some fellows dr inking in in 
ale-house in one of the North Yorkshire Jala , and adds 
11 An d the unit , mor ning I was moved to tail tlw man oF 
the house that I was the B onn e iff God and was do rue tn 
declare the Everlasting Troth of God, and did declare the 
truth to him and them.' 
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The mmd p a ssage relate* hta examination before tbs 
Htagistmtaa, previous to hifl being 1 committed to prison at 
Ckudmle and explains the T aftirwu w i n the Srait J uurnal to 
hlfl Ixting 1 generally supposed to be about to under the death 
penalty, dcmbtlaea on the charge of blasphemy 

"And they askal mae if I ware the sauna of Gkri, I said 
yee They asked mae if I had aoen Gods fef*, I aaid yea. 
They asked ruBe whether I had the spirit of diseemmg, I said 
yaa. X diasemed him that spoke to mee. They asked moe 
whether the Scripture whb tha word oF God , 1 aaid God was 
tha word, and the Scriptures were wn tei nge and the word 
was before wntemgfl ware which ward did fill till them ” 

In non other passage sotnawhat, earlier in Fox’s narrative 
he records an incident at Sandal where we may feel the 
prophetic exaltAhon of spent 10 very marked "And I want 
mb) Hemlale Markett and spoke tn the People at the Markett 
time I had adver in my pookatt and I was moved to throw 
it out amongst the peopla as I was going up the street before 
I spoke, and my life was offer i app ampngHt them and the 
mighty power of the lard was seen m preserving, and the 
power of the lord was so mighty and so strong, that people 
flew hefore and mime into the shoppe, for leer mid terror 
took hold upon them, I was moved to open my mouth and 
Lit upp my voyoe aloud in the mighty power of the lord 
and to tell them the mighty lay of the lord was noming upon 
oil daoeitfbll Merchaunhuae and wayee, and to call them all to 
repentant* mid a turning to the lord God and his Bpinfc 
wi thin them for it to teach them and lead them 11 

Other peerages shew Fox, in nalrn wr mood, with spirit 
sensitive to the inward condition of those amongst whom he 
puw ed 1 And then I was muved to pane towards the South, 
and go through many town* and I felt I answered the wit- 
BBB of God in all people though I spjku not a word," He 
frankly notes m one place that hw mission Found &r lei 
rM pnnw m the South of England than ill the North 
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“I passed into a nnw i and burrwy and Hampshire and 
DorHartaratiirB whan there were but few oonvmced and Boms 
plane none at all," while he speaks of Domwall SB “a dark 
oountrey " 

There are oDB or two inte ree fi ng maee of premonition of 
impending- danger, as when he avoids an ambush of armed 
man near Sadbergh being “Moved to pa*e over another way 
over a water, not knnwBing outwardly of them, and whan 
the day before his arrest by tha ucnHtablse at Bwarthmoor in 
156D he tells ns that hB felt 1 aomthing of darkna* m thB 
house before they bud b in of wild thing of a great darknaffl." 

(In the Great J nurnal he simply says “ And I had a sense 
of the thm ge before hande 1 ) 

In singling out these passages wb most not forget the rest 
of the nrrmtcing narrativH of hardship, toil and suffering, borna 
with ant flinching Wa son him again and again beaten, 
Hteubd and thrown to aarth "muddod and bloodied, 1 as be 
says in another place, snfFamig repeated imprisonments in 
crowded, dark and verminous dungiannH, loathsome with 
nnspeakabla filth and if there are sometimes touches of 
hardnets as ha writes of soma of his persecutors, we Lava to 
remember that he is writing in prison, the darkm-ws of thB 
future lit up only by the light of hio uncnDquerabl ' faith 

A little before thB olose of the narrative wb have a vivid 
picture of Fox's appoaranoe at Lancaster Seauons greeting 
his judges as hB is called to the Iter by an unwonted bene- 
diction of peace, hut de clining bo remove his hat, which the 
C hair ma n bids the officers remova, "And wj a pretty spans 
Wee looked att one another till the power of tha lord God 
arose over alL ” An d so tha trial ai m m en at* and Fox LB 
i rmirni tterl te pnaon, "where now I am with B more," 

The Itinerary Journal brings us into a different a firm - 
•phtxe and almost into an other world. 

Inn than twenty years separate the narratives hut m that 
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fam e England hu changed , die tense religious fervour of 
tile Oommwrwaalth Km given place to the reaction of thB 
Riwtoratjon Tha Convantmle Ante have filled thB gaols with 
Quakar pnaonere, and the lung years of persecution have 
steadied and sifted the Qiiakur fellowship which him now a 
definite Church □rgamra.tinn of its awn, l inking together 
hitherto isal&tal meetings in groups, and thase groups m yet 
wider ones, with a yearly meeting for thB whofe country 
George Fox too has changed, with the ytwrB Wb see him 
active still, despite failing strength, but moving over a more 
limi ted am, and engHgHd. largely in building up mis ting 
Quaker meetingH, in visiting the sick, advising in matters 
dF Church organ I ration. and in other ways fulfilling many of 
tha functions of a bishop Qf the primitive Church Here 
unfortunately wa are dealing, not with George F ox s own 
detailed narrative hut with a hare s ummar y, of whmh the 
first few png its only appear to have been actually dictated 
by Fox himself The reader must fill in by thB light of other 
material the scanty outline m order that it may be properly 
understood At first sight the long list of plows and persons 
visited and of meetings held seems unattractive, but it 
throws light at man y points on thB activities dF Fdx b cluamg 
y aura. ThB Itinerary Journals ware made fell use of by 
Thomas EUwood m editing the Groat Journal but whde 
throwing tha narrative inte the first person ha omitted many 
rie tails and these wb are now able to have before us. 

Cnee or twice in later pagee the first person singular 
recurs, a noteworthy mflt being thB vivid picture of George 
Fdx sp eaking at the Savoy meeting in 1603 1 An d as I was 

speaking in the power of tha Lord thB people ware trans- 
ports and the Lord's power was over all, and of a Suddiun 
the Constable and the people mme in like a flea. In 
Kll wi m ■ 1 b edition of the Journal there lh a characteristic 
mn difi ration of this passage, which there reads “Now as 
I wua H p eaking in the power nf the laird, and the people 
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were greatly affected therewith, an a sudden the oona taMa a, 
with the rude people mm a in like a 11 

Wb find Fob's timB now occupied not only with religious 
meetings, Dr with the bnsmsa of thB Quaker Dhuroh, and 
important colonial matters like the affaire of New Jersey, 
but with visits ta individual Friends ha goes oqh day to 
vi Hit, “ a woman at Ellington not wbII m hsr mini, another 
day ta Jans Bullock's school He goes to talk over diffijultiae 
about a broken mam age pngagement, and at another tima 
settle a quarrel hetween servants Visits are ram t ried to an 
□Id Quaker gardener 92, years nf age, to old Mary Strut 
who was muddled in mind and to an old man who hail 
broken his leg- His interest IQ eduction is seen by repeated 
visits to different schools he goes to view a house at Chiswick 
where it is proposed to start a w amen s school, and later twice 
revisits the school itself We am him several tun so meeting 
with FriBnds from Holland and in another aBcasinn going to 
see ‘sanm Germaino fnanls that ware gnemg to pe n si I 
varna Much timB is given to the business of tlm Society 
of Frisc da both in ths m actings at 'the (Chamber, the central 
office of the Sociaty at the Meeting for Snifanngs and in la* 
formal gatherings of leading Friends Hb Bven finds tune to 
go to see a passage by tha meetinghouse in Long Acre about 
which there is some dispute with a neighbour and on another 
[usbsigq he goes to visit tha young Quaker innkeeper at the 
White Lion Tavern hB being but a new beginner, to Advise 
him ," following up Ins gnod counsel by dining at the inn 
inter wb see him Donfernng with acme peer or member uf 
parliament, or going over to W astmmster to help the Efforts 
made by his fallow Quakers to □btam sdfectavB legislative 
safeguards for liherty if amBmani* 

Those wonderful piercing ajtsi of hifl ware now it seems 
1«w strong than of old, fur wb find him going un one oocaamn 
“to the spectacle makers." Hb mom about repeatedly from 
house ta him Be, as he visits different meetings, now and then 
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going fur much longer visits to the Freer miuntry h mine of 
Wham M aad tbB eon in law of hiH wife and HometimBB 
fbr aim liar lint shorter vimte to Kingston whBie lived another 
stepdaughter Margaret Rous Wb see him light ant of 
the Coach at the ahop of the seeds man in Bishopegate St , 
whose plane of businaes must have been a Quaker house of 
call 

Hifl physical strength Was failing for most of bin many 
joumeyings are now made by ooach and often a coach is 
used whan quite short diatanoee of under a mile havB to be 
covered But occasionally ha is abla still to nds on horue 
hack though not as of old Thus in 16B6 dqcutb thB Bntry 
hB went from thence tc Ed Mans at Ford Green miles 9 
on home back it with hnn Marcy Bentall k WaltbBr her 
husband 4 pnssila Heart went on foot from which wa in ay 
picture the slow pace at which he n«de At intervals he is 
ublu tn go abort distances also on foot though thB fact that 
a journey of as much as a mile on foot is once Or twice 
rocurdud in the Journal shews how great an Bflort it must 
havB been Exposure to wind and WBathBr and ill usage at 
thB hands of the angry mob and those long years of hand 
imprisonment were now making their affects fait But still 
ha mntinuBB to movB about upon his work Only as time 
passes the entries become more frequent which tell of his 
having to Lb down upon a couch or a bed to rest in the course 
of the day s labours 

In 16B7 ou one occasion we find him attending the early 
morning meeting of m inis tering Friends at the Chamber and 
staying an there instead of proceeding to the neighbouring 
TTuwtiug for warship while William Pbhii and George 
Whitehead mine in to visit him after the meeting in Qrax®- 
ohurnh Street ifl over 

In 168 0 wb find him having to leave a Firet day meeting 
for worship before the olofle on amount nf increasing weak 
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naB and at the genarul m wfing of Friends m 1 59 D he leavae 
the m we King after sp anking and has to he down at a Fnand a 
house 

In the winter and Bpnng of 16 89 — 90 Wb find him 
spending over five months with his sen m law William M wad 
m Frfw ev but during the whola tune out of the nmateen 
meetings he attends sixteen are m W illiam Mead a house 
wh ere ha is visited by many friands and wb may picture him 
busy as an often m dictating lrtters and massages bo Friends 
n Bar and far his correspond Bn ce going out to the Quaker 
colonists in America and to the groups of FriBnda in Holland 
and in other parts of the Continent of Europe Many of 
theee writings of his later years were printed after his death 
in the two folio volumes of Epistles and Doctnnals 

The later pages of the Itinerary Journal give us now and 
then brief headings of the subject matter of George Fois 
ueruiuns but even a full transcript would hardly convey to 
us the message as it must haVB corns from that patriarchal 
figure to the frlBnds who loved and rBVBred him Tq realize 
this we need to read William Panne picture of Fox a 
minis try reoordad m the Preface to thB first edition of the 
Journal Vary often though by no means always he seems 
to haVB been the only speaker on such occasions wb read 
repeatedly of his going to prayer after preaching and then 
before the close of thB meeting speaking a few words to 
tha people by way of 1 lh missal. 

Another and more intimate type of maeting is represented 
m such a record as that at thB beginning nfthBlBBsJ ournal 
Tha 7 th of the l -1 mo being the 1 st day of thB week ha 
had a maeting att Edw Manus with Home friends that ware 
Mima to see him ft after some tune Bitting in Silence Lb went 
to prayer and sue Concluded the meeting 

The Journal records Fox a prtwen ce also at the great 
gatherings jf Friends held at longer intervals like the ysarly 
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nuettn^H m 1 GH7 wn irn ri him atonfimg a “gannra]) mas ting 
of men fnundfl m the Minirt jy ij,t the Bull and Mouth, 1 which 
lasted ‘from Early in the morning till towards the 12th 
hour,” Penn, Barclay and other eminent Minia te re taking 
part, bt*udeti Fax 'all that dailnrad it prayalware Bald to 
l» 2S ’ ho that we ran n ot, wonder that ha left the meeting 
‘being weary and lay down upon a bed, before going bo a 
buflineffl meeting later m the afternoon Until t.hs aoetwnon 
of Jbjoqb 6 H all these mBetinga were held under the Blind iw 
□f the danger of arrest, and fchs frajUBnt entry that the 
man ting wua bald "within doors recalls the fact that often 
the anthanta* cloeed the mse tin gho usee and posted con 
fftabltw to guard them 

Frequent as the entries m ths Jour nal are, they omit some 
materia] dictated or written by Fox himself which Ell Wood 
has made use pf an inatarioe of this 10 to be found in a 
folia page prew-rvod at Devonshire House amongst the fsw 
leaves known oh the 1 foul copy of the Journal The whole 
ut Dne side of this page is a journal narratlVB, entirely m 
Fine writing, describing vividly a meeting held in 15B3 in 
tha yard of rjrnaeehrireh Street meetinghouse, when the 
rtiDfftabkn had closed the meetinghouse and hind Bred 1 John 
tin 1 " from speaking, but whan Fox himself intervenes most 
effectually and after his words of exhortation and prayer the 
(jururhablc atnnot refrain from expressing his approval and 
even praying far a blessing upon Foi and his people 

Public opinion was doubt, lees slowly changing towards a 
friendlier attitude, whinh prepared ths way for the turning 
of the Act of Toleration a few y airs later 

During all these years Fui w liv ing for hie work, moving 
from house to house rwmti finally, with no permanent resting 
plana, and only at long intervals able to be with his wife 
tut the routed us realise the wealth of friendship that

1 ProtMtJj John Ty»o (e H5*S — lfUD) rf Tilriin [Bd ] 
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and the way in which hm prewn* ir sought, whether it ht) 
whan ha is call ad out into tha muntry, a ten miles’ journey, 
to visit a aiok w j man and bring her refreshment of spirit, 
□r to pass the night at thB house of another Friend nQ her 
deathbed or when his help lb needed in leaser tsree and 
troubles 

We get but the brief bet glimpses of Foi’b family lifa but 
WB oan aee what a welcome guest ba was m the homes of 
his wife's married daughters, and note haw he ih called from 
Londan to King ston on several oommons to tha Hick beds of 
blfl wife a grandchildren, to whom ha was deeply attached 

The intense affection which Fox inspired may he seen 
again and again in [attars and documents written by his 
contemporaries, though ha himself is so reserved in expreraing 
his persona] feelings that wd do not at first realize this 
tenderer aide of his nature to which thB devotion of his 
friends bears witness 

The last of the three documents now printed wb owb to 
tha care of Fdhs faithful attendant Edward Haistwell a 
young Friend who writes of him as ' my dear master ’ He 
gives us iBtadad notes of the long journey made by Fox in 
1677 across England from SwarthmDor Hall to thB South, 
holding matings as he went, and of his missionary voyage 
in company with William Penn, Hebert Barclay, Deorge 
Heith and a group of other Friends to Holland and Narth 
frcirmany This narrative has been made full use of by 
Ellwand in preparing thB first edition of Fox h Journal, but 
it is satisfactory to have it as it whs actually written, rather 
than in the form in which it hi kharto was known to ua, where 
the account has been put by Ellwand into Fox s own mouth 

Some day perhaps simil ar manuscript volumes to these 
may enmr to light giving us itinerary nates for the yearn 
1 07 B — 1601, and for the year 1502 , hut the material hwe 
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aVnJlablfl htlpg ua, m a way that h»j nevnr before hten 
poaublc, to fill in the background of that immitabla piutnre

And at a Sessions in Yorkshire 1 held in y" steeplB house, 
there being a great free School house hard by it And in it 
wee had a meet ting where there were many priests and 
prufosHorH, and many of fchsm dispufceing and reasonemg « k h 
mufi and the truth isima over all Sc answered all and there 
was an Old man a priest 2 [*mvmeod y 1 when tha people name 
to him and told him to take his Tyth he rl cny cd it and 
said he had enough and there were four chiBfB Constables 
uunvmoed then and there the pnaets and people ware very 
loving, and 1 was desired of them to many places and y^

before, but wae were gonB, I lay out all y 4 night, and in a 
wood k it fting a groat rains, wbb ware vary wet t , [but there 
ware few friends but y" truth goto over all, k by y" power 
of y* lord wbb escaped, out of J" murth Breus hands, glory to 
y® lord god for aver ] 

At Twicrosse in Leceetersbire I was moved to go to see 
a great man y L was sicke k after I had spoke to him in his 
bed, and y® powar of y® lord entered him that hae v, as loving 
and tender and I left him and tarns down among the family

[I was moved to go from a Maetting m N ottingha mah ire 
to a steeplahouBe, and when y B priBst had Imu I spake to 
turn 4 y 0 People and the priest went away but y® people 
staid and heard T® truth declared to them till it was w ren 
the night and 1 was moved to kneel a down in y" steeple 
house and pray among v* jjeople and there came a woman 
and kissed thB crown of my head whan I was praying in the 
dark behind mae and shBe was ddb of y® world and there 
oombinad together a Company of men to hale mse out, and 
they did for there ware many then J b had a Idvb to tho truth, 
hut it was well and thB truth cam e over all, and it made

I was movad to a steeplBhouae on a lacture day at

about sprinkling- ohildren k, other things concenmig tho 
truth, w c h mine over all their haads and bo I passed away ] 
There being warrants all over y® west ily dsing to take mee 
and the Constable having the warrant in his pockstt told 
mee of it, and said y b Iibc muld take mae but hffi was loath 
to trouble mae, and hae stayed w'h mae at, a maettmg, and 
after I passed away Northwards, and thare WBre no fnands

An d, then I cam e to odb BouafieldB [in S^nhulel" whti 
received* where there were many convinced, and from them* I 
Was directed to Geryase Tk^nsrms* where thsre wqg a msthnr 
of prrdfcMung people, and I lay at Rirshard Ttebrnsons * and 
speaking to him See was icnviiiud, and y r next day being

Presently after there was a great fair to be at Sedbury 1 , 
near Gervase Bensons where many young people cams to be 
hyred and I went through the feir and spells and than went 
into y" steeple house yard [and goto npp by a tree] and 
spoke to y® people largly, many Professors and pnBsta being 
there and to bring them off of their teachers to Christ tliBir

An d tha word of tha Lord ^ma to mee y* I might appoynt 
a m Betting 1 in tha steeplBhouae at undarbarraw and somB was 
for it and soma was ag* it hut at lasrt I prevailed to have a 
m Betting 1 there and had a larg maettmg and the pnaet name

And then I pw»wl thB afternoons to HamaidB 1 , where y 1 
p riant of y 1 ' pariah had given notice of my coming thare and 
a □ommandation of y® truth, which after hB received, and 
fareook hifl plat*, and there was a great meetting abundant 
of people and heard truth willingly 

Then I name to Swaxthmoore ag“ And from thanoe bo 
Dalton Htoeplahniifle another firet day whan the pnaet had 
donB, I epokB y® truth to y® people largly [and thB people grew 
Brutish and fall of ringing tha Bells, hut thB truth lame 
over all] 

And I Went after to Wanys Hteeplehniiati, an Island* when 
the priest bad done I spoke {thetruthlte y® People to ™nnn n ff 
all false teachara to Christ Jesus w4nn them, y® light thB 
trriB teacher And so people be mg ruiia after a while wee 
panned away anil in y* afternoon wi* went up ag“ and y®

Then I camB to [Hatenbourongh 8 ] where there won a 
insetting of friends in thB Evening [which I felt thB time Df 
thB resetting swords and pistols about mee and all y® 
maetting while ltjokmg when as they should come in, thBy 
lying m waite not farm off which I fait ] So after when tha 
in netting was dans and friends almost, gone away and past, 
I passed away from thB house to anothar friend B house, I 
was no socn r gone out of thB house but p^sentiy they came 
i n w*h nakad swords, disguised man which cutt and hankad 
Eft {friends w b b] nakpd swords and put thB candles forth and 
friends was fame to take upp stools {and dim raj to defend

And whan I was passing away atfc [halbcn] HteeplBhouse 
aforesaid, after I spoke to y° people and priest there mme 
a mail " to m!» and said hee would nmn e m^ thorow w*h his 
rapiour lF bee ware hanged for it w 1 hin an houre, yBt the 
mighty hand of y® lord god delivered moe from tham all, 
ana thB truth mrun QVBt the heads □fy m all 

And then I went upp to Swarthmoore ag n over y 0 sands 1 
and WBnt to ulvoruton titeeplekouse as I had doHB aevarall 
timee and so upon a lBoture day I went into v r ateeplehauae 
it being y" Marks tt dav and whan the priest had dona I 
spoke and there were many priests there [atid une' was 
hitter and apoke to mee and asked mee If I had thB spirit 
Df discerning I bold him I had, w D h made him to tremble] 
the power of y® lord God being so mighty and powerful! 
amongst them which made turn so hi tremble that hae 
confessed y 4 hae was afraid, y 4 tha steeple bouse should

So this Justice Sawrey and L^mpett was thB begming af 
all y 0 perwicution m thB north of England, and raising 4c 
casting □ f false reports and reproaches upan honest people, 
and casting all manner of evill reports upon truth And then 
I want np to Swarthmoore hall where they ware Inxcung of 
many fhanily peoples heads who had their blood drawBn of 
them y c day through the persecution 

And then I was moved to go at this sida of Wain ay where 
wee had a insetting mil ui the uvuning l.h are lama a man 
who bound himselfa w*h an 0 th y 11 hae would shoot mafi w‘h 
a pmtxil, many pfMipla being uo. tha fold and thB people of y" 
house WBnt forth and after a whiles I walhnd forth, The 
power of y* lord was an mighty to y® chaining of thBm ui y® 
yard , y b y* mac of y® house being a projbwwr was no 
tormented and temfyed y 4 hee went into a Cellar [to Ins 
prayers and after I want into y® house whBn truth wan 
comB over them, and there was a Rhwb man of y® bouse 
seeing Lbu truth had ixmits uver hee full to speaking and Lutt 
upp their apinta And so I walkal out of y® house into y® 
yard ag° and fell a speaking and than tha fellow drew bus 
pistoll, and squib hold him and some lamad mae away, and 
so through the power of y® lord God I escaped ] 

An d the next day I went over into thB Iala of Waimay, 
to James Lancasters 1 , [hee being a friend and his wifo being 
an En e my to truth had gathsma a Company of nulo fallows' 
as fisherman <k y® like,] w l h than fishing pol® and the like 
fell upon [qbb, as soon as I was com il to lan d and beat mee 
down to y* ground, [and brmaad my body and head and all 
over my abouldere and back ] y 4 whan I was Bencible again e, 

I looked up and a man was lying over my shoulders and a 
wo man was throwing stum* at my Pali*, and so I goto up 
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[axil 1 cd all hardly tell whether my bmd was cloven to 
peaces it was so bruifiad, navarthals® I was raysed upp by 
y® power af Rod ] an! they beat mse w t b their fishing poles 
into y° sea and thrust mee into y B sea [a great d Bp th And 
thought to have aunke mee down into y® water, and bo I 
thrust up amongst y m ag 11 

And then they tumbled mae in a boat,] and Jain ea Inn 
caster want w L h mae and carry ad mee over ths water and 
when I rams to y® town wbBre the man had bound himself 
w k b an Oath to ahoofc mee all y® town rose upp ag 1 mse 
Some w t h muck, forks, and some w b h flaylaa and forks and 
cryed knocks him m y® head I should not go through y® 
town, and they called for a Cart, to carry mae to y* grave 
yard, and cryad knock him in the head, but they did not 
but guarded mee a great way w b h tbBir weapons hut did not 
much abuse mee and after a while left mae so when I came 
to some water I washed mee I was very dirty and much 
bruised and than came to a friends boiiae about three mil as 
from y b place 1 [whore 1 washed mee they call thB place 
Tiamsidfl where the fnand lives and I desired to have a litle 
bear* I should go to bid and whBD I waa in bed I could turn 
mae no mere then a sucking child J was so bruised,] and so

So 1 came to Swarthmoore at Judg Sells® who was mighty 
serviceable to truth, A so warrants was graunted out for mse 
by Sarrew when Judg ffeil came home for his DrUBlty I 
appeared ttlore him and the Justice at Lancaster where 
‘two priests and a schoolmaster 6 had sworn n fklsly ag 4, mee 
which appeared ag 1 mee before y® Justice and another priest 
one Marshall 1 which was bheir Orator and ao when they were 
Confounded and thair lies brought to nought and truth 
cleared lbaelfe, and abundance □fy'scberpeopleofy* Conn trey 
ware gathered there and they haard my anuaers and thay 
heard me* make a defeat*, and answered my acciiaatjon, 
and cleared myself from them all, and bo when all was cleared 
one of y” Justices said I might wmik to y" people and flu 
I bpi to speak of y® spirit of God y b it enould he y® laadar 
of all people into all truth, according to Christs premise and 
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doctrine, k priest J&con 1 * aaid the latter and the spirit was 
inseparable than an h warn wun made to tom then BVary one 
y* bad y" letter had y® spirit and bo j* truth lams dvbt all, 
and the priests fled away and it was a day dF Joy and re- 
joyoemg to his peoplB and diib of y* Justices* s' 1 tee never 
hu -h a day in his lifB for hBe had. been sick, and y k day 
hee was made whole [and JurLg ffell was made very service 
able to truth for his und Brets n ding being open and m:d of 
hifl family came into truth ] 

ThB Pneet of Lancaster did wnte a petition mee to 
y® jw rliajrd 1 [ and one had Raid bee had been in heaven and 
was dead and was alive and hoe had heard the vayse of Gad 
and thus their Ignorance of the Scriptures appeajd which 
speaks of such thynges of y* saintes and th8 Sonne of God 
and such as aatt in haavenly planes m Christ Jesus and 
such as had been dead, and were made alive m Christ Jaeus 
and werB perfect in Christ Jasua, and ho wee goto y® petition 
and answered it, arid sent it to y* parliament, before theirs 
was ^nt up and the Priests when they should have sent 
it upp, it would Hist y® 1 bo inuch money when the timB cam e 
□f sen ding it upp, that they did not send it upp because it 
would cost so much money J 

Then I was moved of y® lord to go into Cum bet land 
[where I saw the sparks of life ruse before 1 Earns into it, 
and a Multitude of peopla tha lord had there,] an I went to 
Boutle HteeplBhouae upon a first day the prieet of tha parish 
hearing of my Codling' hee had gafct another to help him 
[and an I waa mnv ed to speak in his tune 1 hButterred such 
wicked t hing es and therefore for y® truths sake I was movfirl 
to speak to mm If I had been Imprison d for it ] and so thBy 
hall rH niBe out and People was mighty rude, and ona gave 
mw a blow upon thB wrist [w fc h a great Hadg atake yet I 
fait HD harme,] hee might, have broken my wrist to peeces 
but y 6 power of y® lord bara all dA; and an thB Dona table 
being a soher man ha rascuad mae out of thsir hands, and 
would havB sett a fallow y* utruuk [into the stocks, but y e 
rude peopL rescued him out of his hands,] and so hoe went 
a litis way w^h Us, and so I told him hee might go a litis 
way on w*n us, to y® house where wee lodged fl , and there lay a 
Company of rude people m y® way to have dona ns a mischiafa 
‘ A, 0 Jailor 
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And in y® afternoone I was moved to Dome up ag“ to y* 
Market Crosse, and there safcfc mae down w^h my fn*ndn 
about mae and bo at last friends were all moved to go into 
y° steeplehouse and then it cams to inee y* I ought go m, 
and so when I came in, the Pneet wbb preaching, and all y® 
Scriptures y fc h«e spake WBra of false PropliBtte and daraivBra 
and Anta Chnjte, hae brought them and threw thnm upon 
us I ®tt mee down and heard till hoc had done [though 
several tnuuda spoke to him m bin time ] ho when he had 
done I heganne to sp^k to him and hee and the people 
began ne to bee rude, and tha Constable stood upp and 
charged peace amongst them i_n y® namB of y® Common- 
wealth 1 and all was quiet, and I took hia Scriptures that 
h ee spoke of false ProphBtta and Anti Christa and deceivers 
and threw them back upon him and 1 stt him see y 4 h oo was 
in the very steppe of them and hee beganne to oppose ms* 

I told him his glasne was gone hia tima was out the plane 
was as free for mnc as for him, [and hae accused mai: y l 1 had 
broken y” law in speaking to him in hia tyniB in the Morning, 
and I teld him has had broken y® law then in speaking 
in my tyme ] And so I nsilad all people to y® true teacher 
out of the hyrelings such as teach for y® fleece and ir taken a 
prey upon tha people for y® lord was corn'd bo touch his 
people himself by his spirit A Chnah aaith learn of mee, I 
am y® way which doth enlighten every nian y* ooniBth mte 
y" world, y 4 all through him might beleevn and so to learn 
□f him who had anlightnad them who was y® light, and so 
had a brave meet ting in y® steep] ah d use, and tliB priest of 
y" parish famed [like a pigg] through rage and madnee, but 
j* truth and tha power of y® lord God cam e over all their 
holds 


A day Qr two after they had a plott ag 4 mee. a Company 
i-jito c w’h swords, and a lit! pi boy w b h a rapaur and name 
mto y® house where I was, I was just gems out of it into 
y® fields, though I saw tb 0 m wtiBn I was m tha fields but 
they mme not to mae and they had intended to have sett 
y“ Boy on to have done Mischiefs, A to have nmrdred, 
hut y® lords hand prevented them and stopped them, and 
though other* came to do ns a MiaohlBfB but one hsld 
another, and so through tha power irf y" lord wae p — d 
over them 
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And than I {KS&ed away to another ateeplehcmflo nmn 
Dookarmonth where I had appoyntad a m netting whore 
people having notlDB of lt f and had not seen mee before, y b 
there came abcvB a thousand peuplB which wag like a horse 
fhire, and they were gate into a TrBe to hrare and Bee and 
so a Professor askad mae If I would go into y* Church as 
hw called it, and I said yaa , and hi I want in <fe people was 
gute up mta y® pulpitt whan I was gnte in, though I told 
him I danyad all each. places, but denyed them ai] far y" 
Church was in God, and bo ht y m sue and so lstt y 1 ® see* 
all their temples, and all th bit Pud un ants and thair Teachers, 
ani than oppened thB parablae which Christ spoke unto y® 
world, k brought them to y° light which Christ had en 
lightned them w'hall w'hm themselves w b h y* thBy might 
see his parahlsa and Christ y fc spoke y m forth, and to w fc 
nature they were spoken m man, and brought y™ to y® true

dispute and one of their mouthee was quickly a topped after 
hffi was proved by Scnpture y ^ hae was found m y® steppe 
of y® falsa Prophetts and shutt out. frnm the tma hae was 
quickly gone An d than there was another who had three 
at^plehouatffl a , who was of y* pariah hee fell to dispute mg A 
wrangling and contrary to y“ witnasse if God in his own 
oonsaianM, in an much as his own people rose ag 4, him his 
own hear era , but at last they flsd and people peaaed away 
gr»tly satisfied and rejoy ced in it 

And tins first day niton I T«»*d to Dockermoufch staepla 
bouse in J*' foranoane, ani when y" priest D had ions being a 
pa t parish I spoke to him k tbB people and provad him in 
y* itepja of all y“ false Pruphetta and hyrelingB, and so hee 
ad yt J tsmd hae was an Hyrehng, an i so fled his wny, and 
n« — fterkf »]y f m A, B, 0 
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left hifl flock, and several! aoldio™ were w l h mee, w°h Ware 
convinced at y° meetting before, and y® p^xiple was rude and 
they nryad they had y“ law an their aids, w c h Bilancad y” 
peopla k bo truth waa declared in y® people, and ail was 
quiet, and one man said there was no I ivumed man to dispute 
w l h mae there, I told him I mmi B not to dispute but to 
declare truth to them, [that they might cotnB out of all tha 
false T each era, Shepherds wayas and to hee taught of god 
who was come to taach his people himselfe and to bring them 
out of all fals e wayee and teachers and that they might aims 
off all felse way an and worship pa and tn bee guided by tba 
spirit of God m thBmaelv^ to God who was a Bpuit, fbr y" 
mighty day of the lord was Co mining upon all am and wicked 
nBese, ana so had a larg tuna to doclara the truth and the 
light of Christ in their hearts and the word that letta them

An ri so past away in peace to imnthBr st^plBhrmse Romn 
two mil afl of from tDB Town and being a thirsty I spyad a 
Bruoka I went down to innka and being bote as I cum a 
hack I matt y® pneet of y® pariah heo asked mae whether 
I had any thing to say to y® people that Hay and If I had 
hee would neitn Br oppose mee m word nor thought, so I told 
him oppose if bae would I had something to speak to y® 
people and bow hee had made a FooIb of himaeliB and had 
epoken oontraxy to y® wvtnasse of G-ud m his Conficisnce two 
or three dayee beFore, [for hee being thB BamB priest of that 
Hteeplahonse where I had spoken before the DfchBr day and 
also in this, and hee knew that tha people was tak bq w L h 
truth in tha Dountrey and they would havB Domed to have 
heard mae rather then him ] 

And bo I went upp to tha atjaeplehouse, [being a great 
place and a great people J An d a professor came to mae

and the pnest dad not go into his pulpitt, and when thB

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□there and ifrmt disputes I had w l h some cp them and there 
w»fl nnn Did Man which wss the great dpposer whioh vu 
called a Deacon amongst y“ Baptirts, and hee desired ttihp 
not to pierce him w 1 h my Byea full hoe waft full of deceit, 
and I fe^tnad myna eyas upon him and another lieutenant 
a Baptist mma [ w l h a ropour m his hand] hee cams in hast , 
and hse asked mee w E must hee damn al, and I told him that 
was spoke in him, and so I append to him y® Election and 
reprohatum [w c h stood in two seeds and two Births h. it 
astonished him] and said y b they never heard y® likB before 
m their lives and thBy reoeival truth gladly 

Then the next first day! went into y® steeple house, and

whs w®h mee which had been convinced, w c h kept tha red 2 
people off mee, and the Magistrates wives rushed through 
the Belch ours, to pluck cnee by y® hum af thB haad 1 and thou 
when the souldiora came to call away the other aoldiDUre 
they plucked mae d own and would not lott moe stay* 
amongst y® rude Multitude and stones flaw about and 
midgelitj in y* steeplBhause and about it and w^hout in the 
streets, and swards dm wen and the Guvarnonr came dawn 
to appease the people, and thare camB the same Lmutemmt 
thB Pasture af the Bapferta [that cams before w L h his raponr 
in his hand] and took mee out of the crowd mbo lus own 
house 

And hu in thB afternoone, }>*» offered upp Lib meetting to 
declare tha truth among th em , and all waa peaceable and 
they all htwd truth gladly, and bo the iwim d day the 
Magistrate sent for mee and I went upp to than to y® 
Town Hall, thB streets being all in an uproar, and otw hWbiu 
one thing and another aware annihdr thing ag* 1 mee [And 
they aakod ms if I wore tho Sonne of Qod, Iaulyee They 
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asked mae if I had seen. Cjodfl face I mud ym They asked 
mee whether I had y® spirit of dissennng I said y* {I dis- 
Bernad him that spoke to mse ]■ They asked tnBe whether the 
Scripture was y® word of God , I sai i Gcd was the word, and 
th.0 Scrip turas Were wn temps and y® word was before 
wntemgB were w°h word did fulfill them ] 

And ao they sent ma to prison* and so I told y® Goaler 
I could pay bun no foots I would neither sat his metit nor 
lye in his Bed [and so I satfc up all night ] and oontinued 
there a litla tune and y® Assiz es came and when the 
Assizee was thBre oitnB abundance of contendere & priests 
to mee and mast of y® gentry af thB Countrey to dispute <fc 
there ca.m.B qub about y® tenth houre of y® night and plucked 
mee upp and down the mnmB the very pnwts whpn they 
could gett no hold of my words for the truth did Convince 
them, and was like a fire upon their heads and in thBirhaarte, 
tha word of truth and they all looked that I should hava 
been put to death that Assize for it was their general! 
talke both amongst the Gentry and y* priests and they had 
gotten a Jury of purposes and mighty looking thBre was for 
mae to have been brought forth and much waitemgs there 
was by the Countrey people and so w n the tune, they were 
no confounded amongst themselves they had. not power to 
bring mee forth before them the lord had confounded them 
Than they cast mee into y® dungeon amongst thB thaevse 
and Mease Trouppers, where y® niBti & women was all put 
together where they had. never a house of office where they 
could gu to aaso thBmselvas, and there was odb woman 
almost aaten to death w fc h bee and thBTB I was kBpt a good 
while and many friends camB to visite inse, and they abused 
them pittifiilly and odb CoIIoobII Bensons wifB 1 was moved to 
oomB, and was to sate no meat but what shea was to aate 
w s h mss and the Goalar brought a fidlBr into y® prison to 
play thinking to cross mee, and hra strucke mee and I was 
moved to sing m y® powBr of y“ lord god. ovBr him and 
Hindu thu tidier sigh and give over bis nilmg, and so past 
away w L h shame, and so p r senbly after I waa sett att liberty* 
And I wbb moved to go to a Bt^plehciiHe wh are I had had 
the great maettingnaar UockBrmnuth where I begannB hefore 
y® priest Wh was y® aaru a priBet aforementioned* y fc said Let) 

“ Kll text idlJj a ijbij , an Umimk imd. n Br^iuccr Jl 1 0D) 
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would not oppose mae in word Dor thought but hae did than 
and BO wee continual reasoning and ri input*; mg all day long 
from morning' nntill night and bo hee passed hia way and 
the truth of Lind name over all, and a good day it was, and 
bo I had many meettmgs upp and down bhe County 

And then I passed into Northumberland where I had groat 
service for y* truth there and had many mnsttuigB And 
then into Bishopnok [where there WBre few steep lBhcniflefi hut 
friends ware move*! to go t*i tham, Nay 1 may say faw in Eng 
land but friends were moved to go to them to warn til Bin of 
y® mighty day of y* lord, to tell them where their true teacher 
was, and a great people thare was convinced and brought 
to their teacher and out of the false worahippe to wnrsLupp 
gnd in y* spirit and truth w^h thB divell is out of, and budb 
to own thB light of Christ Jesus w^h hae had enhghtnBd 
them w rt hall w°h latt y® see all the bvxU deeds they had 
done and all the ami] thoughts they had thought and all 
the ungodly words tb«y had spoken, and that was y® light 
which Christ had i rilightDBd them w^hall w°h is Christ the

An d then I was moved to passe towards thB South and 
ga through many tuwoes and telt I answered, the witneese of 
God in all people though I spoke not a ward and bo 1 cam a 
upp into yorkshire where I had been formerly a matter ot 
two years after I had been there and this waa m the day ee 
of y® Protector, and ttiB other before was most of it in thB 
Common wealths tuna & so] friends y 1 waa convinced of thB 
truth having notice of my comming having a meetting at a

upp all mght and they would hardly lBtt any friends come 
to mee to bring mao nsc^sarie things , And so y® next 
morning the Town was npp and a matter of thirty horse 
want along w l h mae , and they sett mee upon a poor little 
horsse with a Halter upon his head and sett mee upp behind 
y Saddle after they had taken my knife from mae , So 
they made y® horsse to kick , which I go he nff again and t/ild 
them they should not abuse y® creature And then they 
lifted mae upon him againe And after a whde they lett 
mee ryde upon another [of a friends ,J and an led mee a matter 
of sixteen miles to Lancaster in an halier without any Brydle 

And so brought mee to Justice Porter who made mn a 
Mittimus & sent, mee to prison And how that I should not 
bee delivered but by king and parliament quite out of any 
Course of law or Goal delivery [hra being a slanderous bud 
tongued man] pnt in the Mittimus how y l I and my faculty 
was an Enemy to y® king And I and my faculty 'win nn- 
brewiug the whole kingdoms into blood and raising a New 
warm which wee and o* principles wbto knowen to y® nation 
to hoc peaceable [and so I was kept in prison from May 
day till towards Michaelmas ] Then I was had upp to 
London 

And porters charge to the Coaler was to put mee in 
to a dark house, and Istt none coma to tnae [hut who 
brought mee a little mast] And bo 1 was Bent upp to 
Loudon And the Sheriffs and y® BayliflB warn so brought 
down by y® power of God that they lBtt niBe go upp w l h 
two friends 1 and had maettmgs in y® way as I WBnt And 
when I name to London they warn burning y” Bowels of 

V 1 1 i p 353 uldii mee 
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nuine Lb a t they load put to death And bo I went to y® Judg 1 
and hBe woe putting an & redd Gown and wua to Hitt uppon 
“flomB y k was to dvB* and Bo bidd u 0 Dome anothar tymB and 
iMJ wee WbiiL ancrthw tyrne And when I oueb to him again t; 
hoe called for y" ohiofe J ustioe of England 1 and ao they read 
my Mittimus, Haw y* I and my faculty was mining a New 
warn and ambrewing y“ kingdoms into blood and an Enemy 
to y® king An d they lift upp their Lands I told them I 
was the man and I waa as Innocent and pure as a child 
amoBming these t hinges <fc was ft a like thing that I and 
my faculty ah null Lee raiaeing a new warre to Binbrew the 
Nation into blood and an Enemy to y 6 king and y* aliRnils 
and Justices and Officers of Lancashire Bent mae upp hithar 
a matter of two hundred Mil* w^h two of my own faculty 
and sn they called. Lnr y® Goaler ni y® kings to toll a mBp. into 
Custody ft bring mae to morrow into Westminster hall lor 
thBre they aaid they had more strength And bo they hid 
y® Dualar not put mee into prison and hae told them hee 
had n □ where also to putt mee all was bo full they told him 
Lee should not put mae there they told inee If I aaid I 
wrald appear*} at W eatminstcr hall to Morrow about y® 
tenth hour they belaeved I would not tell a lie And bo I 
told them I eh ould If thB Inrd permitted and bo parted And 
y® naxt day I appeared tiiRre about y® time [and bo I was in 
a topp of y® hoard where the parch men to lyes] And friends 
that WBnt along w l )i mae delivered in their papers to them 
And th ey read the ebarg against idbo [and there was no 
aocuaor appeared when they had read the cnarg] I streatohed 
forth my hands and mu 1 I was y* man y f ' the charg was ng 1, 
bnfc I wns irmooent and pure as a child for I never learned 
y® postnrra of warn? and I loved all man I was Enemy to 
no man and was it a likely thing y* I should bee sent upp 
by two of min e awn fhcultia a matter of two hundred mil eh 


by y* Magistrates and Sheriffs and Officers of Lancashire y c 
nhimld bee such a man y r ’ would Imbrew thB whole king 
dome into blood and RaiBe a New w&jtb wbiu the Maiefi 
irate of ton rauJiim taithfull to their trust lu doing suun a 
thing, I had nBed to hava had two or thrQe troopee of 
hurase if I had been such a man 1 told them 1 waa Luna 
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cant and pare ooncenunff all mich thmgm w^h ware charged 

r ust mae they asked man whabhar I would traVBre or 
it I told them tbuy wore Judges and understood my 
tame latt them da w 1 they would. And then they put it to 
the long and thB Uouncall , which presently after y® Hing 
grannted forth a warrant to one Judge Mallard 1 to sett 
Georg flax att full liberty , for him to graunt forth another 
warrant for y® same which was done w'h was of a mighty 
service to truth which ama over all lyars and hIkti d hi-t-ph-h 


and y* day thB power of y® lard God want aver all and a 
great aervioe for y® truth it was Though many bad spirits 
gobs upp and some was rmuid att my relaaaementj but y® 
truth and power of God went over all had spirits and shin ad 
over them all 


An d than an Order was Co mnun g aut for our liherty and 
through some bad spirits it was stopped again b and then 
the firt Monarchy people 2 rose and made an insurrection in 
London [amatter of thirty of them J which caused the train a 
Vnn If and Houldiors to ansa hoth m y® Ditty and Dountrey, 
through w 1 ! cause our fnands moettinge wan broken upp 
and many Thousands WBre Imprisoned both in Ditty and 
DauntrBy [And many dyed m prison they being ho 
thronged upp ] And I was taken prison ar m that tune a 
party of horse came where I lodged and knocked at y® door 
[ana y® maid askad who was thare and they said a fnBnd ,] 
and bdb oppenBd y® door, k. they rush ad into the house [as 
though they would have broken all to peeces, and ninn a 
upp and down y® Ronnie ] and one laid hands upon mae, and 
asked mee for pistols, which I ask ed him ii' hae did not 
know our principle far our weapons were spiritual! our 
principles were peaceable and so ha told tham I was one of 
thB hajds of tham and they took mae prisoner and there 
was a man of y® house* said I should not go away y fc night 
but mid I should rxirna in thB morning that had some prawer 
amongst y® anddio™ And hd I continued there that night 
till y® next morning about the tenth hours, thare came a 
foot Dunroany to xeairrh the house for the m setting being 
the firmt day And friends were gathering And so ddb of 
tbum whipped out a sword , and hold it upp before moe 
And bo they took mee away [prison 1- to Sint land guard 1 ] te 
W hi tehall, before tha troopers were nuns for mee and T 
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had a good aemre amongst y® soldi ours , though th By wars 
rods and Wild ibr a while [And so when the steeple house 
preaching' was done, th 5 officers tame to in we and asked mse 
if I would tak b y® oath Df Allegiance , and I told them I 
never took oath in my life And] they asked mne what I 
wafi, and I told tham a prmchar ol Rightarnsnasae [and bo 
prtach tad the Gonple untc them which was peaceable that 
they should lava one another And I asked them whan would 
they break theu swards into plows shar es ami their spears 
into Pmnnmg hookes And I asked them what they did 
wHi all their carnal] waapons and swords by their sides and 
when would they break them to paeoee, and come to y“ 
gwjple of peace and so after a while they sett m ee at liberty 
A threatned mae and ho] I spoke to y B Rouldio™m y® guard 
and passed away 

And two y l wem officers followed nine and bo 1 naked 
them to Istt mee go into y® prison to see bo me friends and. 
they would not So I went to y® Captains of y 6 guard 
my eelfe and asked him and hee left mee ga and when 
1 wm amongst them I looked out towards the house where 
I had been taken where the m set ting was and they sent 
a party of Muaquotteers to seek in bo in the in cutting and 
ho they Bent three tytnas while I was in tha t house amongst 
y* prison a re And 90 those two officers y k I asked to go up 
to Bee the prisoners they sent a party of Muacuetteers to y^ 
pnfloo and said all y* was uat prisoners might coma forth 
And bo I aaked y” sDldiaura whether I might [go forth and 
whether I might] stay and th ay said I might Btay and bo 
they missed nf their prey And so then 1 went lipp into 
y" Ditty [And men being all upp in an uproar men could, 
hardly walk in j“ streerts, so y* neat first day I and another 
friend was going to a m aettmg and Boldio™ had just been 
there, and the doors were sbutt upp An d so went to another 
m setting , and there y* so uldi o”* had just broken upp that 
m betting also and friends was gat herd again e and I staid 
a good whilb m the in betting , and friends were all refreahod 
and well , I staid a good while, and WBnt to another meet 
ting njirl bo the namiin/® qhdq soun after I was gone and 
took friends and great work had y* souldio 1 ® mads w c h 
their swords but the truth came over all And sevarall 
friends were unit and wounded abroad And in that day 
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driven lik 2 sheep by sonliiD^" into IVnngt-xmH and bad pnaonsl 
and than a proclamation was given forth from y® King y® 
all friends should be sett at liberty without paying y“ 
Groalare fate 

An d all our persecutors both priests and Magistrates and 
other officers in thB Common WBalthee dayes came to be 
turned out of thBit places by y® lung but who turned to 
them, and bo it mma upon them what wee had propViBcyad 
long before of y® nughty day of y" lord y* wafl comoing upon 
Magee tra tea and priests and Army and Whcere 

[And wo bee to tha Teachers and wo bee to y 0 ' prise bs , 
w®h was cry ad both m townae Markatta high wait* courts 
and in the dayra of their prraf^nty they carl us foolee and 
Imprisoned tie and boat us and abusi*i us but y* word of y® 
lord w°h was apokan unto them cams upon them all w°h some 
asms to poverty, and some runns into other dountreys and 
all turned out of their plncae aaoept it wbib such as turned to 
them and this was fulfilled in o' dayes W°h was prophscyBd 
unto them to y® ayes of Thousands of thB prophets of &od 
and epintuall man and women 1 

And then after I was moved to go Bristol and through 
friends in the Dountrey and whBn I cama to Bristol tha 
Magistrate were something in a rage , and a friend 1 being 
w4i mae it was upon him to speak in y® insetting , 1 baa 
him either go before raw or after mae it was upon him to 
go before mae and when hae was speaking I sitting by bun 
in comes some of V" officers and after Home words plucked 
him down, and mllad far the other stranger that was w fc h 
him, y* was mae and so I Hitting util], they took y® friend 
away fand after they had Bia mm ad him and bid bun appear 
thB next day hae ctama into y® maettmg again b , Sc hae 
stood upp and deara! hunselfe ] And when hee bad dune 
I was movad to stand upp m the power of y® lord and 
there was a braVB m Betting, and y® life and truth came 
ovBr all and so parted in peaoe And my friend being 
cast into prison fell sick but after a great w hil e raonveretL. 

The najt day after y® maettmg tnBj raised the trains 
band and said They would hunt mse out and they would 
have mae And so y® next first day, the trams Bands being 
upp diverse friends came to mee and said I would bee taken 
fa day and desired mae not to go fa thB maettmg axoept I 
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were eternally nuved of Gad, far it wuh paflt their niftin 
bat I should bee taken [and they would not have mae 
taken for they would glory too much If I wore taken.] And 
bo I sent friBnda away to y® matting to tell mae hnW h ning ns 
were and they matt mBe and told mae and said the son Idler” 
were com d and they ware gone to y° Baptist* maetting 
and the Independents, [A f.h ny rauld know tha time when 
to come to tha Quakera, for it wag before aur meetting tn- 
gunne and was full ] So I went upp into y® resetting which 
astonished friends to see mae. come m and y® power nf y* lard 
gad rone over all, [and So while they were att thair riinusre 
and Eiammamg other men for our m netting being kept 
till the fift hour y L day before and there usuall time w»s 
to break it npp about the third houre ] and so whan I had 
cleared my seLt'a and tha truth was ovbt all and all freah 
and y* life upp m all I was passing away out of y® m setting 
being a mighty full hoto meettmg So I was passing away 
h I was moved to go bank again e and flpeake a few words, 
& stood upp and told thsm that they might see there was 
a Gnd id Imfill y* iviuld deliver 

So friends cryed as I passed away and said Georg tha 
otli raj re are mmeing, are coinaing" So y® maettmg broke upp 
in peace and friends was sett over all their hoade, and 
none was tak en [w®h after they roared and raged, and 
Spies was out to watch for mee | 

The next first day I had a maetting m the Countrey 
[and two other friends WBnfc up into y® meettmg in Bnatcl 
intending to speak] and the Boldnmre beeett the house round, 
there being aevBrall doors and then want up and then they 
gaid they would Ik sure ta havs mBe An d they kept that 
day [five hundred] friends prisoners in y® m netting place m 
a rage when they miftaed me® [And they kept them till thB 
seventh ot eight hours at night and they Bant for thBir 
suppers into y® maettmg place and then they sett them 
at liberty , only thore two y& intended tc speak were kept 
prisoners 1 , and they queried of them whioh Way I was guna 
The Majo r would fron t) have spoken with mt«, and said I 
hud been too Dunning for them , and How mig ht, they Band 
after mm inte y® Countrey , and so tha truth came rvar 
all] 
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And I mma through frisnds upp to London So after I had 
been a while at London, I j»aaed through y“ Countrey to 
L^cfiffterehire 1 and after a tune Coffiing into a fha nda hmiae 
at Swantan in the night there came a man f Tilled a lard 1 w^h 
many Armed men w*h swurds and pifltoLa in a very rude 
mariner nrying make fast the doom So I was siting in the 
hall w f h two friends and another friend y* was m y® house 
and they Biannual them takemg thair imm u and the lord 
himself was rmdy to etnck them w c h his pistols and there 
was one man a name was tFam An ri the lord had him sett 
down his name ffoi I being in the next RnomB I heard 
him they being so Greedy for mae at last they sent for tnae 
w l h two soldioura And so when thay brought mee before 
the lard they askad mee my name, I told them my name 
was George F OK w c h astomshMl them, and said I was inno- 
cent and pure and knnwsn over tha Nation ay says ban 
all y® world aver and what did they to midb w4i their 
pistols in that manner for wue wore gentla A: Innocent and 
hpm held upp his pistols and said bee would make mee gentle 
And so hee Commanded a guard upon us and bid th am look 
to us hut hoc said hae could hardly trust y® guard with man, 
but said hae wnuld take mee along w l b him 

Anri so the near, morning wae were bad upp to him and 
hee asked us whether wee would swaar, I told him I never 
took Oath in my lifB®, [and I would not swear my Coat ware 
my owns nor swaar 11 a man took it off y 1 h we took it The 
Standera by said would I not do ho and I said no, but I 
could say hae was y 6 man, but w™ kept to Christ s doctrine 
which Commands us to kBep to yaa and nay in all our Com 
mmuaations if hae or hie Bishoppe or Pnants would prove 
y fc Christ and y® Apostles Command ad y L the people should 
Hwaare after they had Commanded and taught thay should 
not Hwarre and giva ns Scripture far it, wse would not s tand 
long about it, wee would swear ] An d bo hae madp a Mitti- 
mus and sent mae and sevBrall other friends to prison men 
and woman to Leater prison and being a matter of Nina* So 
it was hpraune wee would not swaare and bow y b wee were 
to have a meettmg fur hue could nit prove rt to bee a meet 
ting w'h was oontmry to y® law And ho friands rode along 
through many tawnse w% open Dibit*' 1 m thair hands, 
■ Tnl U p 14 five 
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‘and ‘one w l h a spun ng wheels in her lap p b it being in harvtafc 
time hb they want w 4 h thavr open Bitlae in their ban da' 
they cry ad prison era for tha Lord Jbsus Christ which 
astonished tba Oountrey people ft; it had an effect upon 
their hearts, And bo wee Were kept lb j' prison till the 
Sessions 

And when the Sessions .urine wee ware brn nght before 
the Justices and they asked man whether I would take tha 
Oath of Allegiance I told them. I never took an O^th m 
my life and cal lied for my Mittimus to bee read before y® 
penph w c h they would ant and daaired Justice of them and 
if I had transgre^ed do Justice upon men. If I ware wrong 
ImpnsonaJ do me Justice ft then they put thB Oath to mae 
I told them if they would provB y b the Apostle Comm an dad 
to swear after they bad denyed it I would [I called for my 
accusers and said Paul war brought before the Judgment 
seat as I was and he>e had his accusers face to face hut 
whore was myna They told I was an Enemy to the King 
I told them I was cast into a Dungeon fourteen years since 
because I would not take tipp amies and bet? a u&ptiine ag 4 
the King] And so they tonka meo away and the power of 
the lord alma averthem all and alter thBy had Examined y® 
rest of ftiBnis the Justices whisper d tegethar and bid tnB 
froaler take Us away and bo y® GoalBr brought us away 
and almoet all y" people followed na out of y® Court and it 
was a mighty day far the truth And so when I came into 
the Ganders hou^ The G outer sai d Gentleman you are all 
sett at liberty and y® know I must have my fees hut giva 
mee what y“ will, [whirh a great service to y® truth it was 
An d the Sessions was just like a m Betting truth had such 
an operation in peoples hearts ] 

And then I was moved to pasae through friends into 
neve rail Dountira and bo into Cainbndgshire and mte y* Isle 
□f Ely [to Btoak 1 where wi« Liad a great gen amLl mBettmg 
whore the souldiDiirH intended to coma h Baring of mee hut 
by y* fkiwer of y" lord was stopped ft so I passed on through 
cha tndge where there was a warrant out for friends and 
tftmngurH and strangers that mm a to y® Towns] So after I 
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had visited friends passed away to a mBetrtmg of fnenrls in 
the £Fen countrey and from thence to Luma , and the Major 
haaring of mse sent an officer and y* naxt morning I passed 
away a little before they came and when I was upon horse- 
back I felt something of y B darkness y b was upon nine for 
they gloryBd at hearing oi mes, as though they had had mae 
And so passed towards N orwitch where m settings were 
troublesome by seme y 6 ware m power but our m nettings 
rama ovBr all An d go passed dirnugh fluffnlk and mtn 
Esses and Bedfordshire and Hardin rdshire through friends 
where m Bettings ware peaceable and so up to London 

And after 1 had staid there awhile vimtemg friends passed 
down into Sent and whan I had visited friends and been at 
th bit meetings So y® last maobting was at T anterdmna [two 
friends 1 v as moved y^was w fc h men to gn nnn hn y®Tnd span dan t 
maettmg and. tha other to the Baptists to declare truth to 
them and so whan thB m Betting was almost done being many 
ot v® world there Some of their IriBndB whispered to them to 
go out of y* m sett mg because y° snuldio*® wore ca mming but 
they would not go but tare aa wee fcred they said] and when 
y* meatting was dons 1 was passing into a heild down comas 
a tap tame w b h a Company of Musquatteere and sent a 
Company to mee and stopped y® rant Df finBuds and bad 
mee to their Cap 6 and so when hee cauiB into y® yard ha 
isdled and asked which whs Georg which was Georg flux 
I told hun I was y® mun and hBe mmn to m.M and told 
mae hea would secure mee A. put inee amnnget y ° SnnldinurB, 
and took soma other of the friends upp to y® town prisoners 
to y® Gaalura house and after a while call sd mee upp and 
Examined mBe why I rame thither to make a disburoance 
and said there was a Law which was ag* Quakers m Bet tings 
mod s an sly ag 6 them I told him I knew no such law, and 
he brought out the law that was nud e against Q uaker s 
and others And I told him y 6 whs against such as wore 
a terror to y® kings subjects and were EnBmine and h eld 
dangerous principles, ffarwse held truth and nnr m settings 
were jKsunhle , and thay knew thair neighbours ware psaoe- 
ahle people And woe Invod all people, and wee wore Enamia 
to none. And the y /wild mae I wm an Enemy in y” kmg 
I told_ til am I had Wn [ 31 st mto Darby Dungeon bemuse I 
w juld not take upp Annas against him [fourteen yearn ago] 
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about Wonder fight And was brought up by DoIIoubII 
Hacker to London, os a Plotter to bring in king Charles , 
and wria prisoner to London and kept there till I wm sett 
at liberty by Oliver the Protector Though o r Principles 
were pcucaibla And they asked mee whether I was un- 
p r aonBd m the tima of the Insurrection, T said yea I had 
been Impnaoned'’ , b and I had been sett att liberty by y* kings 
own ward before 1 And so spake to tham of their GanditiaDfl 
to hve in y® fame of Frod, and to bee tender towards their 
Neighbours that feared god and mind gods wisdom by which 
all thmgee were made ft created y fc they might come to 
receive it, by which they might come to Order all thinges to 
Gode Glory by y r wisdom by which all thin gee were made 
And y* by it they might bee CkrdrBd And so they called upp 
the other two friends y L was with mee and they asked them 
from whence they came and they told them they came along 
w l h mee 

And they said it was y* Maiore pleasure y b wee should 
bee all sett at liberty fund many words wee had ot the truth, 
ft they wain brought pretty moderate and so wse passed 
away in y“ truth ft m the power of the lord which fredoniB 
was a great service to* truth for at. first they demaundcd bond 
af us for aF appearance at y e atamans, but wue denyed all 
being Innocent and peaceable So wee passed on through 
Sussex and Surrey yisiteing fnanda there and Hampshire 
where severall friends were Imprisoned And so having a 
Meeting att Hmgwood in Ham pshire 1 y® Souldiourfi hearing 
of it, they raised the trains Hands, and cams Upp to the 
house hearing ot my nam e but they min e hefore y® meet ting 
was beguune, I bemg walking in the becksyde pnB of y® 
world cams to a friand y 6 was w fc b mae and beckaCLsd. to him 
and told him the trains Band was Gumming to break upp OUT 
meet ting and so a 1 friend desired mee to walks a htle aside 
and after a w hile they would bee gona for our insetting dll 
not begin till after y* twelft houre’ and then it was the tenth 
and Bo I walked over y* H&dg and I had no sooner passed 
over the clone but it wan spread over w t h SoldnY 0 and made 
a great noyca And p'aenfcly they went thair wayee and 
takeing Borne few frisnifl along w t h them and some thsy matt 
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m tha lanae And so than after wm; had a brave m Betting 
after th By were gnnB and so there comae a man and looked 
into y 6 maetting, I being speaking away hre gntw into the 
town and gives thB Bouldiours notice agama. Hiq town being 
a mile and a balfa off it was a pretty while before they coula 
coma 3o wee had a brave maetting and departed in quiBfc 
and peace, but they came upp after like mndi man w b h their 
swords but I waa gonB and mast of frlBnds before thBy mma 
w e h made them m a pittifull rage They took m all about 
sixteen and sent to prison 

And ao I passed up into Wiltshire and there were enquiries 
made after mBe after f meet ting was done 

And then mto Dorceetershua and Devonshire and Com 
well where m Bettings were quiet anil peaceable But in 
Tivardon they had intended to hava bad mBe m prison and 
had spoken to some of our friends an favouring of them that 
they should be their prison” but our meetting waa broken up 
before they come so wbo pamod to another town whare wee 
had a great general] m a atm g where th ay had sorely persecuted 
friends and tamed them by carta from Justice to Justice* 
and sent them to prison yet. liy tha power of tha lord god wbb 
gote through all and friends were refreshed And so wee 
i5i m b throrow SofSarsetshire by friends and than afterwards 
to Bristol, which after w&e had visited friBnds there and m 
Wdtshira passed into GHostershire wherB meetings were larg 
and peaceable 

And wee passed mfri WbIbs [to PontamilB and when thB 
maetting was dona ThB nBit mor ning wee passed Barly 
away] To another maetting soma TBn nul es off in thB 
Middle of y 0 maetting Comes a UayliffB to takB upp thB 
s peak er 1 [and said thBy had beBn searching for y* speaker at 
thB house which I ram si from y z morning and so tha wi nuin 
of the house took him m ] So whBn y® maetting was done I 
paffied away and hee was in y“ yard and Bo wad to mBe hut 
aaid nothing to mBB and tha Countrey was m a great rage , 
and att night they rams And shott off a pistoll or gunnB 
against the house but did no hurt And then I passed to 
Roese and had a Meetting And than tu hunlfbnl and after 
I had visited friends there Wee passed upp mto WsJbs agama 
and on thB first day wee had a great moetting and. on tha 
third day woe had an nth lit mBe ting up in W ate and iiifrr 
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y ' m Betting was done WBe passed away towards the third 
day mBettmg and so when wae mma to thB mBetting a noyse 
was amongst ffiBnds y* y® watchas WBre sett and they had. 
taken antne friends y‘ were co mming to thB m Betting and 
so I was moved to passe another way and so missed them 
and so after y meetting was donB wee passed away peace 
ably and those -friends were sett at liberty y fc ware taken 
upp by thB watchmen being ntighbourB So wee mme into 
England where wee were taken Notice of m a gnsifc town 
in a fairs day but wee escaped and hy the power of the 
lord wee came over And I hoard that Harford” Magia 
t rates were greeved because they missed mee And so wee 
passed through woreterahire and into yorkshire & visited 
rrmnds 


And so mto Biehopnck where D r cuBet tings wbtb vBry 
peaceable hut some Magistrates ware ag* mae, which had 
taken some papers to mae They threatnad mee and aaid
